A Russian offensive in the Chotin 
area, @ear the southeastern frontier 
of Galicia, unofficially reported, is now 
confirmed by Petrograd.

Britiefs Will “Keep on Till U-boat 
. Base Is Captured. -? 
LONDON, Aug. 7.—Infantry fight- 
ing began again in Flanders on Sun- 


day, and in two ergagements the: 


Anglo-French troops were victorious. 

The weather moderating, Crown 
Prince Rupprecht, after an all-night 
bombardment, sent hic troops against 
the British positions at Hollebeke, 
on ‘ the Ypres-Comires Canal be- 
tween Ypres and Warneton, artd, 
charging forward on both sides of 
the canal, the Germans gained « 
footing in the village of Hollebeke. 
The success was only momentary, 
however, as the British threw out 
the Teutons by an immediate coun- 
ter-attack and took some prfsoners. 
Other German attacks in th{s area 
also were checked. 

North-west of Bixschoote, which 
lies to the north of Ypres, the French 
are ‘ollowing up their successes of 
last week. In an attack against the 
German lines Sunday they made fur- 
ther progress. . 

The resumption of the battle on a 
great scale is expected. The Germans 
are hurrying every available man to 
the danger zone. 

According to reliable information 
which has reached the British head- 
quarters the demoralization in cer- 
tafm Prussian regiments developed 
with open rebellion. A Bavarian 
battalion, abandoning the firs‘ line 
trenches near Frezenberg, refused to 
fight, saying it was useless to sacri- 
fice so many men. The battalion im- 
mediately was sent to the rear. The 
nou -commissioned officers leading 
the movement were arrested and the 
men were confined. 

Although the greatest of the 
world’s battles mow raging on the 
Yser is certain to end in a victory 
for the Allies, neither headquarters 
expects it to lead to such an over- 
whelming defeat as would compel 
the enemy to sue for peace. It may, 
however, drive the Prussians out of a 
large part of the rpround they occupy 
in Belgium and France, stamp out 
the U-boat menace in its base at 
Zeebrugge, and pave the way for 
final victory next year, 


NEARING COAL CITY. 


British and Canadian Units Advance 
Towards Lens. 


LONDON, Aug. 7.—Again Mon- 
day ‘the British forces operating 
against the important coal city of 
Lens made further advances west 
and south-west of their objective, 
according to the British official com- 
munication issued Monday evening.

In early Roman 
days the place was known as Nowio- 
dunum, chief town of the Suessones. 
Here the last of the Roman govern- 
ors of Gaul, Syragrins, was defeated 
toward the close of the fifth century 
by Clovis, the Frank. And in this 
| city, which witnessed his triumph 
over the foreign foe, Clovis vas wed- 


many romantic legends have been 
woven and who finally prevailed 
upon her husband to renounce pag- 
anism "and embrace Christianity. 
Long before this notable event, how- 
ever, Soissons had become an import- 
ant place in the chronicles of the 
Christian faith, for it was bere in 
297 that the famous shoemaker 
nobles, the brothers Crispin and 
Crispianian, suffered martyrdom, 
Among the many stories told of 
the trials and triumphs of these two 
apostles is one which relates that the 
Roman prefect Rictiovarus com- 
mandéd that they be cast into a cal- 
drow of boiling tar.

Across the Aisne from Soissons is

Ages. It was in this institution that 
the Roman Emperor, Louis the 
; Pious, was held a prisoner by his 
|own sons in the ninth century, and 
| here also Abelard, the great teacher,

Soissons was the rallying point for 
Napoleon's shattered army after the

those citizens whom the Teuton in- 
vaders shot.

lowered. 

Or else the seas may be too high 
for your boat to make a landing, 
and continue’so until the patience or 
the authority of the captain is ex- 
hausticd, in which case you will also 
get an longer sea voyage than you 
bargained for. If the elements and 
the bealtb authorities are both ‘in 
fuvorable mood at the same time you 
can land ip the old city that flour- 
ished in the days of Solomon. 

The quagaptine regulations may 
give you the impression that Jaffa is 
run on sanitary principles, bat the 
city itself quickly dispels your illus- 
jons. Apparently the local geovern- 
ment is stricter about imported dan- 
gcr of disease than the homegrown 
variety. Jaffa is no worse than any 
other Levantine port, neither is it 
noticeably better, 

Few travelers stay any great while 
in Jaffa, and as a result accommoda- 
tions are of the sketchiest. You 
may find yourselfyin an Asiatic hotel, 
in a monastery, or in the house of 
some hospitable European if there 
are an unusual number of strangers 
jin the city. The shortness of your 
stay is no matter for great regret. 

Jaffa to-day is a city almost pure- 
ly commercial. You carry away an 
impression of narrow and twisting 
streets badly in need of a corps of 
white wines, of mean houses, and an 
Occasional imposing mosque; of a 
population at once madly energetic 
in trade and constitutionally fatalis- 
tic, at the same time shrewd, avari- 
cious and good natured.

mans, One of the leading education- 
al institutions of the country is a 
German school endowed by the Ger- 
man Government. German cotton 
goods occupied an important place in 
the country’s imports before the 
world-war restricted shipping. 
. While coffee is Guatemala’s chief 
article of export, the country also 
Produces hides, rubber, bananas, 
sugar, and chicle, the leading cus- 
tomers now being the United States 
and Great Britain. . 

The capital of the republic, Guate- 
mala City, 2# well-lighted, modern 
town of 90,00) inhabitants, ive-sixth 
of whom.are of European origin, is 
situated 85 miles from the Pacific 
coast on a plateau nearly 5,000 feet 
above sea leve!

They are finely 
appointed, with excellent facilities 
for performing necessary operations 
before the transfer of the wounded 
to the base hospitals. One of them 
is fortunate in tbe possession otf 
ample grounds, gay with blossoms 
and foliage. Seeing it, a visitor can 
appreciate the spirit in’ which the 
manager of a British house in a@ 
neighboring village, which is also 
fortunately in possession of a green 
spot, has bung outa big sign in 
golden letters: ‘‘Come into the gar- 
den and forget aboot the blinking 
war.” 

All those weary, wounded soldiers 
who are awaiting the hospital trains 
will have their thoughts brightened 
by looking out on the flowers, garden 
plots and lawns of this Canadian 
clearing station. 

Of the battle-scarred area much 
bas already been written. Amid a 
countryside dotted with hop gardens 
and rapidly-growing cereals, the 
ridge rises gaunt and hare, its brown 
shell-pitted flanks and serrated crest 
suggesting some gigantic beast of 
prey dominating the low country 
round about.

HE collective food experience 
of the Dominion is to be 
employed to solve the food 
problem and secure essen- 

tial food supplies for Great Britain 
and the Allied armies and nations. 
There is to be the closest possible 
co-operation betwoen the food con- 
troller’s office, the Federal and Pro- 
vincial Governments, and national 
and lo¢al organizations of a public 
character, . 

The basis of organization of the 
food controller’s office provides for 
the creation of six departments to 
deal with various phases of the food 
problem. : 

There will be a central -dvisory 
committee composed of representa- 
tives of the Government, the church- 
es, labor organizations, educational 
departments and institutions, urban 
interests, farmers, rural municipall- 
ties, and men’s and women’s organ- 
izations. This central body will ad- 


vise the departments through the 
food controller. 
Provincial machinery is to be 


established through the creation ot 
special provincial committees to ad- 
vise upon plans prepared by the de- 
partments and approved by, the food 
controller. Each provindlal commit- 
tee will include in its personnel re- 
presentatives of the Government, ot 
the churches, of the schools, of the 
farmers, of Ikbor, of urbam and rural 
districts, and of men’s asd women’s 
associations, In addition, special 
committees, representing producers, 
manufaeturers, handlers, and con- 
sumers of food products, will *e ap- 
pointed to investigate and formulate 
plans for action on individual pro- 
blems dealt with by the departments. 
Action has already been taken in this 
regard by the creation of the food 
consumption control committee and 
the fish commitiee,

World's. Wheat Supply. 

The world's wheat-supply outside 
, the territory controlled by the Cen 
tral Powers, which no longer report 
crop yields, is, by any methods of" 
calculation § entirely ubsatisfactory, 
| though the exact condition of affairs 
jis extremely difficult to set forth in 
| figures. The year 1915 produced 
| bumper grain crops all over the 
| wqrid. Measured against that year, 
the wheat crop of last season is 400,- 
| 900,000 busbels short, and an actual 
| Shortage exists in every country in 
the world. The falling off of Produc- 
tion in Argentina from 172,006,000 
bushels to 77,000,000 fully accounta 
for the embargo which that country 
has plaged on the export of the great 
bread grain. Canada's wheat crop of 
last season, as measured against the 
year before, shows a falling off of 
nearly one half, and the wheat crop 
of the United States to only a little 
over 600,000,000. 

This bad showing is largely the 
result of comparing extremes, for 
while the yield of 1915 was decided - 
ly bigh, that of last year wag abnor- 
mally low. When last season's crops 
is compared witb the average for 
the five years before the war, it 
is found to be fully 200,000,000 
bushels short—an illustration of the 
fact that variations ag high as 
twenty-Ove per cent. may be due to 


season alone. In . however 
the yield dropped off over twenty- 
nine per cent. for the high year 


1915, and over thirty-two Der cent 
for last year.—Eugene x

MORE HENS NEEDED. 


Should Keep on 
Chicks Until July. 
The nation is confronted witb a sert 
ous shortage of laying hens, and farme 
ers should do their part in solving ove 
phase of the food supply problem by 
hatching more chicks (hap usual this 
aeason, believes Ross M. Sherwood, act- 
ing head of the Kansas State Agricul 
tural] college poultry department. 
Because of the high feed prices farm- 
ers sold hens last fall that ordinarily 
woul have been retained for breeding 
purposes and egg production. The low 
egg production this spring has been

ake to stuck exposed to It. This is 
probably more the case with chicks 
than it is with grown fowls, but 
nevertheless, they ull need it. Trees 
furnish the most cooling shade 
Where trees are not available cano- 
Pies should erected, made by 
driving stakes in the ground and 
covering the top with burlap. The 
picture shows such a contrivance. 
due to the shortage in laying stock and 
to the failure ou the part of poultry 
raisers to feed their hens adequately. 

Reports from the largest egg buyer 
fn Kansas show that the egg produce 
tion is from 20 to 40 per cent lower 
than it was a year agy, and Jast year’s 
production was below normal. ‘The 
goverpment reports 88 per cent less 
eggs in cold storage on April 1 than at 
that time last year. 

Give the laying hens more feed. They 
should have a good feed of grain at 
night and all the sour milk they can 
use during the day. The farmer should 
use the cheapest grain feed he hag, 
whether corn, kafir or feterita. 

It is too common a practice ov the 
Kansas farms to let the hens shift for 
themselves during the spring and, sum- 
mer, or, at most, to throw them a little 

ain. Birds fed in this way seldom 
jive a profitable production the follow- 
iaig fall and winter. The most serious 
shortage will come next November, De- 
<ember and January, unless precaution- 
ary measures are taken.

It is also most desirable as a precau- 
tion against disease to divide the avail- 
able area into two plots. On one of 
these the chickens are allowed to range 
while a green crop—wheat or oats for 
example—is being grown for them on 
the other. The preliminary turning 
under the soil, the green crop and free 


} dom from chickens for a period serve 


to prevent the land grom becoming con- 
taminated. 

Additional range, with the advantage 
of a large supply of insect feed for the 
birds, may sometimes be obtained 
where a vegetable garden is maintain- 
ed. At different times ia the growing 
season there are areas in the garden 
which are either idle or occupied only 
by crops that the hens will not touch. 
The birds, confined from these with the 
aid of a portable fence, benetit without 
injury to the vegetables. 

An important item to be considered 
by those thinking of maintaining a 
home flock is the cost of the house. 
l‘or some part of the year at least in 
almost every section of the United 
States chickens require the shelter of 
a tight, dry building. In planning the 
house wpproximately four or tive feet 
of floor space should be allowed for 
each bird. The height may be deter- 
mined by the convenience of the oper- 
ator, for the birds themselves need 
Oly two or three feet. Such low 
hvwoses, however, are very difficult to 
clean and in consequence are likely to 
be neglected. Jt is better to build them 
eo high that a man may work in them 
without discomfort. 

A bot uncommon device is to use a 
piano box for a chicken house. The 
cost of these houses depends largely 
upon circumstances, though no estt- 
mate can be given, It may be possible 
to tind one the owner will be glad to 
give away, and, on the other band, one 
may bave to pay $1.50 or more for a 
box tbat is no better. By combining 
two piano boxes a very satisfactory 
shelter for a small flock can be made 
at little expense.

Live Stock Raising and Its Re- 
lation to Cereal Byproducts. 


Cy GEORGE W. WEBER In Weber's 
Weekly. 


To continue to exist—tbhat is the 
primordial demand of life. And to re 
main alive requires, Grst of all, sub- 
sistence—food. Clothing comes next, 
then shelter, then fuel. Science bas 
goue fur and wide in its study of bu- 
mau fvodstuffs—to determine tbeir rel- 
ative values in dietetics. But, for the 
Inost part, this article bas nothing to 
do with their conclusions, valuable as 
they are. More broadly, it will con- 
sider werely the relativity of the two 
great foodstuff elements, which are: 

Products of the sull—grain. vegeta- 
bles,- fruits. 


Animal foodstuffs—meats, fish, eggs, | 


butter. 

Live stock—domestic animals propa- 
gated for food—live upon substantially 
the same vegetable products which bu- 
mun beings consume and require. In- 
asmuch as man and animals eat the 
sauine sort of vegetable products there 


is an actual competition between them | 


for such vegetable foodstuffs as may 
be derived from the soil. 
the stronger, dominates and controls 
the production and supply of vegeta- 
‘ble food products. From each year's 
crop, first of all, be takes what be re- 
quires, feeds himself, and permits what 
Thus, 
is appears, that our stock—our 
meat supply resource—is dependent in 
large part upon what man, having fed 
himself, leaves of the annual products 
of the soil. Of course there is otber 
vegetution Which live stock can be 
fed ‘up: n—vegetable matter which man 
does not require and cannot eat. 

Live stock can be maintained and, to 
some extent, prepured for market by 
grazing. 

Live stock can be raised and made 
marketable by feeding upon the by- 
products from cereal and other vege-

Waste of Feeding Stuffs. 

When live stock is grazed upon lands 
which cannot protitably be tilled and 
mide to produce cereals or vegetables 
such live stock is a clear profit and an 
addition to human food supplies. But 
where good conditioned, tillable land is 
abandoned to grazing there is likely to 
be a definite loss of vegetable food- 
stuffs and their byproducts. In other 
words, land in proper condition can be 
made tv produce more foodstuff values 
by cultivation than by use as pastur- 
age. However, this does not mean that 
soil areas sbould pot bave rest—or, 
refertilization such as is 
brought about by use of it for pastur- 
ing live stock. 

If the byprodnects—the forage—aris- 
ing from cereal and vegetable crops 
are not made usé of to feed Live stock, 
then thejstock will have to live off of 
what is left of the cereals after buman 
requirements are fully supplied.

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HOW TO KEEP WELL 


BY JOHN W. 8. McOULLOUGH, M.D., D.P.H., CHIEF OFFICER 
OF THE PROVINCIAL BOARD OF HEALTH. 


CONSUMPTION. 
OHN BROWN had noticed for some time that he was not up to the 


mark. In the morning he felt very well, but through the day he 
became tired, sleepy, and a little feverish. He had had a slight 
tickling cough for a month or two, but did not cough up anything. 
One afternoon he felt a warmth behind his breastbone, and at the 
same time he bad a salty taste in his mouth. Following a tickling tn his 
throat he coughed and brought up a few teaspoonfuls of bright red blood. 

This alarmed his friends very much, and he turned pale, his hands 
were cold and perspiration broke out on bis forehead. His mother sent for 
‘the doctor, who examined his nose, throat, and chest, and finally told bim 

the blood came from his chest. He was placed in 
CONSUMPTION AND bed and told to keep quiet and that he need not 
SPITTING BLOOD have any fear for the bleeding. The physician took 

& sample of the material that John coughed up ane 
found, as he suspected, that he was suffering from tuberculosis of the lungs. 
Consumption is the cause of spitting of blood in nine cases out of ten. 
Other causes are pneumonia, congestion, bronchitis, heart disease, aneurism, 
menstrual trouble, and scurvy. One owt of every twenty-five cases of con- 
sumption starts with a slight hemorrhage. In one out of every six cases 
there ie no other symptom. In two out of every three cases there is 
Mothing to bring on a hemorrhage. The patient when quiet notices a 
salty taste, nas a little tickling, coughs, and up comes the blood. 

These early hemorrhages are never fatal. But the appearance of 
blood frightens most people, and perhaps it is a good thing to have the 
| ‘hemorrhage, because it is a reliable danger signal. 

A patient of this kind should be kept quiet in bed for a few days. He 
| Usually needs no medicine, except in cases where he is very much frightened 
| or shocked, when the doctor may give him some sedative.. He must not get 
stimulants such as whiskey, aromatic sp(rits of ammonia, etc. If the side 

from which he is bleeding can be distinguished he should lie on that side 
| (f there is no return of hemorrhage after a few days he may get out 
; in toe open air. Horseback riding will be good exercise for him, and he 
may do a little outdoor work. Outdoor air and good food are the requisites 
for cure. 

Abov? all things, a patient who has had a slight hemorrhage—and 
| every other consumptive—should avoid the use of the numerous advertised 
| “Cures for Consumption.'’ None of them are of any Value in the treatment 
of this disease; some of them are positively harmful.

and hy providing medical attendance, medicine, nurses, and otber assist- 
ance and necessaries for bim. : 

(2) The corporation of the municipa: ty shall be entitled to recover
